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NEW  MEXICO  AND  ARIZONA. 

By  W.  A.  McComb 

Nov.  8th,  my  birthday,  I left  my  home 
in  Clinton  for  Phoenix,  Ariz.  Just  7'2 
hours  later,  after  three  days  and  three 
nights’  rim,  my  train  pulled  into  I’hoc 
nix.  I am  still  450  miles  from  Los  An- 
geles, Calif.,  and  920  from  San  Francis- 
co. This  is  a section  of  the  country 
of  magnificent  distances.  One  passes 
through  some  very  beautiful  scenery  *jn 
route  here  but  most  of  the  way,  attAr 
one  passes  Big  Springs,  Texas,  is  a 
waste  desert;  on  much  of  it  nothing 
seems  to  be  growing  except  cactus  aijd 
a kind  of  desert  grass  which  seems  to 
lie  struggling  for  life.  And  yet,  cat- 
tle, goats  and  sheep  not  only  live  on  it 
but  seem  to  thrive. 

I had  a few  hours  in  El  Paso,  and  my 
friend  and  college  mate,  Rev.  R.  W. 
Merrill,  kindly  took  me  to  his  home 
and  introduced  me  to  his  cultured  and 
consecrated  wife  and  children.  I also 
had  the  pleasure  of  attending  his  pray- 
er meeting.  Not  only  that,  but  he  took 
ine  over  the  Rio  Grande  River  into  Old 
Mexico,  into  the  old  city  of  San  Janrez, 
and  there  we  went  into  one  of  the  Bap- 
tist mission  sehopls  conducted  by  one 
of  our  foreign  missionaries,  under  ap- 
pointment of  our  own  foreign  mission 
hoard. 

By  the  way.  Brother  Merrill  had  just 
resigned  his  pastorate  and  several  otjh- 
er  places  are  open  to  him  in  the  West, 
yet  if  some  of  our  good  pastorless 
churches  in  the  East  and  especially  obi 
Miss.,  need  a pastor,  I believe  he  would 
consider  a call,  and  if  he  felt  impressed, 
he  would  return.  He  is  a fine  pastor 
and  preacher. 

Leaving  El  Paso,  I traveled  through 
New  Mexico,  into  Arizona,  a distance  (of 
435  miles  to  Phoenix.  In  a way  this 
is  a pretty'  country  and  yet  mostb  a 
desert.  No  trees  most  of  the  way  nhd 
nothing  except  bleak,  barren  desert 
wastes  with  sand  hills  and  rock  moun- 
tains with  seemingly  no  signs  of  life,  ei- 
ther animal  or  vegetable.  Some  places 
one  could  see  a few  straggling  horsbs 
or  cattle  and  a few  Indian  or  Mexican 
huts.  Around  these  huts  are  a poqy, 
a few  children  and  a half  dozen  of  dogs. 
After  leaving  Maricopa,  it  is  thirty-five 
miles  north  to  Phoenix,  and  one  drojis 
seven  hundred  feet  in  this  distance. 
One  comes  into  the  Salt  River  Valley 
which  is  as  rich  as  the  Nile.  This  val- 
ley is  irrigated  and  teems  with  lifie. 
Beautiful  alfalfa  farms  stretching  awAy 
in  the  distance  for  miles.  Magnifi- 
cent herds  of  Hereford  cattle  and  South- 
down sheep  and  Angora  goats,  ostriches 
and  blooded  horses  and  fine  hogs.  In 
the  fruit  line  are  pears,  peaches,  anri- 
eots.  apples,  oranges,  finer  and  earlier 
than  can  be  raised  in  California,  aiid 


grape  fruit,  elates  and  olives;  indeed  ev- 
ery kind  of  tropical  fruit. 

As  I came  into  this  lecaiitiful  valley, 
I said,  surely  this  must  look  like 
the  valley  of  the  .Ionian  did.  when  Lot 
looked  toward  Sodom  and'* chose  the 
plains  of  Jordan  and  left  his  uncle  Abra- 
ham to  graze  his  herds  on  the  hills  anti 
the  mountains.  v 

Phoenix,  the  enpitol  of  the  new  state 
of  Arizona,  sits  proudly,  like  a queen, 
twenty  thousand  strong,  in  the  center  of 
this  rich  valley  with  an  elevation  of  one 
thousand  and  eighty  feet  above  the  sen 
level. 

The  Bnptists  have  a magnificent 
church  here,  with  a most  beautiful  and 
well  arranged  bouse  in  which  to  wor- 
ship Their  membership  is  composed 
of  sonic  of  the  lending  people  of  the  ci- 
ty; every  profession  and  calling  rep- 
resented in  the  church  and  also  people 
from  aft  sections  of  the  United  States 
and  some  of  them  from  Mexico  land  Eng 
land  and  possibly  other  foreign  nations. 
They  seem  hungry  for  a consecrated  and 
capable  leader. 

I never  preached  to  people"  who  are 
more  responsive  and  appreciative  than 
these. 

This  climate  is  delightful  in  the  win- 
ter but  it  is  extremely  hot  in  the  sum-* 
mer.  Many  people  are  here  for  their 
health,  and  find  it  very  beneficial  for 
many  kinds  of  diseases. 

The  constitutional  convention  is  in 
session  here  now.  They  an*  fighting 
hard  over  two  questions  which  nre  state 
wide,  constitutional  prohibition  and  wo- 
men suffrage.  Both  have  l»een  retri- 
ed by  the  committee  “not  to  pass”  and 
now  the  issues  will  be  fought  out  on 
the  floor  of  the  convention. 

I find  that  my  letter  is  growing  too 
long,  and  I must  close.  By  the  time 
this  gets  into  print,  if  it  should  ever, 

1 will  most  likely  lie  in  a special  meet- 
ing with  Pnstor  Kimbrough,  of  Blue 
Mountain.  Miss.  Will  the  friends  who 
read  this,  kindly  pray  for  us  there.

ANNISTON  PASTOR  MAKES  GOOD. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  steadily 
increasing  enrollment  of  the  Sunday 
School  of  the  Parker  Memorial  Baptist 
church,  plans  and  specifications  are 
now  lieing  drawn  for  an  additional  struc- 
ture in  the  rear  of  the  main  church  build- 
ing. Work  will  begin  on  the  struc- 
ture at  an  early  date,  and  when  it  is 
completed,  it  will  be  oenpied  by  the  pri- 
mary department,  which  is  considered 
on<?  of  the  largest  and  most  efficient 
in  the  state. 

This  is  the  second  enlargement  of  Par- 
ker Memorial  since  it  was  erected  abrnt 
two  decades  ago  by  Dnncan  T.  Park- 
er. and  each  enlargement  is  regard*-d 
as  lieing  in  the  nature  of  a commentary 


on  the  increasing  importance  which 
church  peojde  place  on  Sunday  School 
work.  Mr.  Parker  at  first  built  only*’ 
the  main  church  auditorium.  loiter, 
the  large  Sunday  School  room  was  ad 
ded,  lies  ides  which  the  Barnen  Bible 
Glass  and  the  Pliilathea  Bible  Class 
rooms  and  others  were  added  as  school 
grew.  Other  changes  and  improvements 
have  l»een  made  at  various  intervals. 

The  Parker  Memorial  charge  is  con- 
sidered to  1k»  one  of  the  b<*Ht  in  the  state, 
possibly  l>eing  second  to  none  from  a 
standpoint  of  the  influence  which  it  car- 
ries. Dr.  W.  F.  Yarborough,  who 
came  to  Anniston  just  nlsmt  a year  ago. 
is  the  present  pastor.  He  has  “made 
good, ’ ’ since  coming  to  the  city,  and 
is  largely  given  credit  for  the  improve- 
ments now  under  way  at  the  church. 
Under  his  pastorate  the  church  has  re- 
ceived sixty  new  members  and  lias  rais- 
ed over  eight  thousand  dollars  for  the 
general  church  work,  the  nioniliership  at 
present  lieing  about  660. 

Dr.  Yarborough  came  to  Anniston 
from  Jackson.  Miss,  where  lie  held  the 
most  influential  pulpit  in  the  Mississip- 
pi Capital.  Since  lie  came  to  Annis- 
ton lie  lias  lieen  honored  in  a most  com- 
plimentary way  by  the  state,  hav- 
ing lieen  made  a memlier  of  the 
state  mission  board  and  of  the  Baptist 
educational  commission  nt  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Baptist  stnte  convention  at 
AlliertjVille.  He  wns  featured  on  the 
program  nt  the  recent  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  delivered  the  sermon  to 
the  Howard  graduates  nt  the  last  com- 
mencement. Dr.  Ynrliorongh  is  n 
friend  to  young  men,  and  is  just  now 
preaching  n speeinl  series,  of  sermons 
1o  the  vonng  men  of  Anniston  even’ 
Sunday  evening  with  a view  of  help- 
ing them  fight  the  battles  of  life.  •

NOTABLE  GRAND  JURY  CHARGE 

The  charge  of  W.  A.  Henry  to  tl^e 
Hinds  County  Grand  Jury  at  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Circuit  Court  in  Jack 
son  on  last  Monday  deserves  more  than 
passing  comment.  For  ability,  thor- 
oughness, impartiality  artd  earnestness, 
in  the  estimation  of  the  bar  and  the 
1 laymen  who  heard  it,  it  has  rarely,  if 
ever,  been  surpassed  by  a Circuit  Judge 
of  the  Capital  District.  Tie  charged 
the  Grand  Jury  to  indict  for  bribery, 
perjury,  forgery,  larceny,  burglary  and 
arson.  He  admonished  it  to  investi- 
gate trusts  and  combines,  and  especially 
the  sudden  and  the  universal  drop  of 
cotton  seed  from  $35  to  $25  nor  ton.  He 
.•  excoriated  the  cocaine  sellers,  gambling 
dens,  and  other  dens  of  iniquity.  He 
especially  reprobated  the  crimes  of 
gambling  with  minors  and  tbo  soiling 
of  wbisky,  to  bovs  and  also  the  selling 
or  the  giving  away  of  whiskey  in  two 
miles  of  places  of  religions  worship,  and 
emphasized  the  fact  that  drinking  and 
drunkenness  on  the  railway  trains  was 
formdden  by  an  act  of  the  recent  legis 
latnre.  He  would  take  great  pleasure, 
be  said,  in  imposing  sentences  where 
convictions  were  had  in  such  cases. 

Stress  was  laid  on  the  Inws  ngninst 
drunkenness  in  office  and  the  Grand  Ju- 
ry was  urged  to  do  its  duty. 

Where  road  contractors  had  failed  to 
live  no  to  their  contracts  tbev  should 
be  indicted:  and  where  the  hoards  of 
supervisors  had  paid  them  in  such  eases 
boards  of  supervisors  should  bo  indict 
od. 

When  justices  of  the  pence  pronerly 
administered  the  duties  of  their  offices 
tbev  deserved  all  praise,  and  when  they 
did  not  and  degenerate  into  ai  fee-facto- 
ry, they  were  a curse  to  the  pobr  and  be 
came  a public  nuisance. 

The  Grand  Jury,  the  Judge  said, 
should  investigate  the  books  and  the 
accounts  of  all  of  the  public  officials. 
Said  the  iiirv  was  the  right  arm  of  the 
Uourt.  Jt  was  its  sworn  duty  to  take 
the  initiative  against  all  crime;  and  that 
unless  it  did  so.  it  was  recreant  to  its  sa- 
cred trust.  No  man  was  fit.  said  Judge 
Henry,  for  jury  service  who  was  not 
above  partisan  and  factional  politics. 
This  is  true  and  it  is  gratifying  to  hear 
such  deliverances  from  the  liench.  The 
scales  of  justice  must  lie  free  from  ]>o 
litical  canker,  if  the  laws  are  to  lie  en 
forced  and  the  courts  to  he  respected. 
The  Baptist  Record  agrees  with  Judge 
Henry.  Jurors  should  know  no  man. 
faction  or  party.  Justice  does  not. 
Justice  discards  party,  friendship  and 
kindred.  Thnt  is  the  reason  justice  is 
represented  as  being  blind.  “To  lx* 
perfectly  just,”  says  Addison  “is  an  at 
tribute  of  the  Divine  Nature;  to  lie  so 
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to  the  utmost  of  our  abilities  is  the  glo- 
ry of  man.” 

Altogether.  Judge  Hcniry's  charge 
was  a notable  one  and  w«»  wirii  that  ev 
cry  father  and  every  mother  in  the  emu 
monwealth  could  have  heard  it.  It 
stamps  him  as  a righteous,  just,  non- 
partisan and  learned  judge  nlmve,  the 
reach  of  flattery  or  fear,  who  grnees  the 
ermine.

Sh^  was  Imrn 
poor  but  died  n millionaire  possibly,  ;Shc 
was  ixissiblv  a woman  who  meant  Well, 
but  whose  theories  reached  the  lintH-  in 
their  weird,  visionary,  and  'mprneticn| 
vangeness.  She  was  the  champion  of 
the  doctrine  that  there  is  nothing  inn 
terial,  no  sin.  no  suffering,  no  dentil. 

The  transition  which  Mrs.  Eddv  made 
on  last  Sundnv  morning  ami  which  all 
practical,  sensible  people,  from  time 
immemorial,  denominated  death,  contra  - 
dieted  her  teaching  on  religion  and 
philosophy.  If  Christian  Science  ,t|oes 
not  soon  begin  to  go  to  pieces  now.

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GREENWOOD  TO  THE  FRONT 
. AGAIN. 

Doubtless  many  of  the  readers  of  the 
Baptist  Record  saw  the  re|*ort  of  Dr. 
Potts’  visit  to  Greenwood  in  the  interest 
of  the  Baptist  Memorial  Hospital  at 
Memphis,  as  was  published  in  the  Com- 
mercial Appeal  on  last  Thanksgiving 
Day. 

Dr.  Potts,  the  financial  secretary  of 
jhe  Hospital,  asked  to  lie  given  the 
third  Sunday  in  our  church.  Consid- 
ering the  unprecedented  giving  of  the 
First  Baptist  church  during  the  past 
year,  in  completing  their  new  build- 
ings and  subscribing  the  full  amount  to 
]>ny  for  it,  even  before  dedication  day, 
the  pastor  was  slow  to  let  his  people  be 
called  upon  again  so  soon.  Their 
church  had  cost  them  about  $55,000  and 
all  of  it  is  due  to  Is*  paid  by  next  Feb- 
ruary, and  during  the  last  associational 
year  they  had  given  about  $4,000  to 
missions  and  benevolehces.  For  a 
church  with  only  three  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-five  members,  with  not  any  great 
wealth,  this  looked  like  they  had  done 
their  part.  • '. 

However,  Dr.  Potts  wanted  to  come, 
and  the  incomparable  A.  E.  Jennings, 
wanted  him  to  come,  and  the  urgency  of 
the  cause  of  the  Hospital  said  to  ns  that 
we  must  do  our  part  now,  so  we  arranged 
for  him  to  be  with  us  and  to  give  him 
a good  hearing  and  a full  co  operation, 
which  was  done. 

At  the  mvrning  service  over  four 
thoushnd  dollars  was  subsrri1>ed,  be 
sides  the  subscription  of  A.  E.  Jennings 
formerly  made  of  t^n  thousand  dollars. 
On  Sunday  evening  all  of  the  eongre- 
gations  gave  their  services  away  to  a 
union  service  at  the  Presbyterian 
church  where  Dr.  Potts  presented  the 
cause  and  preached  a sermon,  but  took 
no  snbseription. 

On  Mondav  and  Tuesday,  the  com- 
mittee with  Dr.  Potts,  made  a personal 
canvass  of  Greenwood,  and  secured  suf- 
ficient to  make  Greenwood’s  total  sub- 
scription to  the  Hospital  $20,223.50. 
the  First  Baptist  ehureh  membership 
giving  over  fifteen  thousand  dollars  of 
it,  and  their  generous  friends  giving  ov- 
er five  thousand  dollars.  Ts  thereon 
other  people  in  the  South  like  this? 
Tf  not  there  should  be.  and  there  may 
be  if  we  ean  ever  get  onr  people  to  see 
the  jov  of  giving  and  to  experience  it 
a few  times. 

And  again,  let  me  suggest  that  we 
give  onr  ehurehes  a rlmnee  to  do  great 
things  and  not  too  soon  to  l>elieve  that 
thev  have  done  all  that  thev  are  able 
to  do.  Brother  pastors,  let  us  inform 
onr  peonle  qnd  give  them  n chance  and 
thev  will  do  great  things  for  the  King 
dom. 

Let  Dr.  Potts  into  your  churches,  and 
he  will  do  you  good,  and  your  people

Provement  in  this  line.  J’o  he  sure,  sin 
is  incidentally  involved  in  any  lesson 
where  human  conduct  is  taken  into  < <>n 
sideration,  hut  these  graded  lessons  are 
not  lessons  on  sin  (except  the  two  in 
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•floated  above).  In  every  instance,  tbev 
liave  another  theme. 

| Unfortunately  for  him,  he  refers  to 
Mrs.  Laincraux’s  hook,  “The  Unfold- 
ing Life  in  support  of  his  contention  th.*.t 
the  lessons  are  sound  on  conversion. 
Now.  this  l*ook  is  notoriously  unsound  on 
| he  matter  of  child-conversion  ana  was 
thrown  out  of  at  least  one  prominent 
lonelier -training  coup»e  on  this  account. 
She  believes  that  child  conversion  is 
Limply  the  result  of  nurture.  Hen*  are 
filer  words:  “The  end  sought,  ns  n re 
suit  -of  nurture  at  this  jieriod  is  the  re- 
sult that  the  child  may  become  truly  a 
child  of  God.  and  never  know  a time 
when  it  did  not  love  God.”  (Pp.  11^) 
Thus  teaching  that  a child  properly  nur- 
tured will  never  l*e  lost. 

In  thi  sshe  agrees  ifh  the  ^‘Impor 
I Pint  Group  of  Fdementnry  Workers” 
who  made  these  lessons,  “that  the  child 
is  God’s  child  and’  it  is  our  business  ns 
Christian  teachers  to  keep  him  so.”  Mrs. 

1 nmeronnx  refers  in  her  l*ook  t«*  the  con 
version  of  the  adult  ns  a “miralo”  and 
i repeatedly  attributes  child-conversion 
to  nurture,  carrying  out  her  beautiful, 
hut  frightfully  erroneous  figure  of  cul- 
I hiring  chrysanthemums  and  other  flow- 
| crs.  Brother  McKee  reminds  us  that 
Mrs.  1 nmerennx  writes  the  Primary  1 es- 
| sons  in  the  Keystone  Series,  put  out  hv 
i the  American  Baptist  Publication  Ro- 
’ eietv.  Tt  is  no  wonder  thnt  Mrs.  T,ain- 
ereanv  holds  to  this  erroneous’  notion  of 
i conversion,  for  in  this  same  book  she 
| teaches  the  old  heathen,  pantheistic  no- 
I lien,  that  our  life  “is  a part  of  God.” 

I (Ifi).  This  will  he  recognized  ns  the 
n ain  article  in  the  Modern  ( hristian 
! Scientists’  Creed.  Tf  our  life  is  a part 
of  God.  then  it  can  neither  suffer  sin 
nor  die,  and  the  Christian  Scientist  is 
correct.  Perhaps  this  accounts  for  the 
r.,,,t  that  Mrs.  T nmerennx ’s  discussion  of 
the  Garden  of  Eden  story,  the  parable  of 
tho  T ost  Sheep  and  the  Shepherd’s  .Toy 
( which  Brother  McKee  rites  ns  examples 
of  the  lessons  on  sin).  She  does  rn*i  ev- 
en mention  the  word  sin,  but  refers  to 
it  a«  a slight  disobedience  which  grieves 
the  child’s  TTeavenlv  Father. 

Tf  Brother  i McKee  agrees  with  Mrs. 
T nmerennx.  and  o suppose  he  doe*, 
from  the  high  praise  he  gives  her  book 
,,r>d  fiis  endorsement  of  these  lessons, 
it  is  no  wonder  that  he  thinks  these  les-

Brother  McKee  thinks  these  lessons 
nil  right  fbr  Baptists  and  that-. they  af- 
ford abundant  and  adequate  opj*ort«n- 
it v for  teaching  Baptist  doctrine.  lie 
cites  the  fact  thnt  we  have  n series  or 
Baptist  help4  on  them,  known  ns  the 
Kevstone  International  Grade*  1 Sunday 
School  1 esons.  published  by  the  Arnj»*r 
ican  Baptist  Publication  Society.  I’o 
many  hel|»s.  calling  sj>eeial  attention  to 
support  his  position  die  reminds  us  that 
Mrs.  1 ntnereafnx  is  the  writer  of  the  Bri- 
er'book,  “The  Unfolding  Life.”  The 
book,  which  ns  T have  fjhown.  t cache* 
the  fatal  error  that  a child  properly  nur- 
tured will  not  need  conversion,  and  also 
teaches  the  real  doctrine  of  Christian 
Science.  She  is  ip  the  regular  employ 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
(North)  as  a Sunday  School  wm*ker. 
Mrs.  Hill,  another  writer  of  the  Key- 
stone series,  is  the  superintendent  of  a 
junior  department  in  a TVe^byteripn 
Sunday  School  in  New  York  City.
